"It Is obvious that the really vital 


Issues which this year divide the pB> 
ties and demand a popular decision, 
are those relating to the tariff and the 
currency. Fortunately both sides have 
stated their positions on these subjects 
with directness, simplicity and frank- 
ness. 
We favor a protective tariff and when 


to full power mode the present one. 
Our opponents favor a tariff for revenue 
only and promise ' the repeal of the 
present one. We maintain that the 
tariff should cover the difference in 
home and foreign product caused!by 
the difference in home and foreign 
wages of the labor employed. Our op- 
ponents distinctly repudiated the pro- 
position that American wages should1 
be considered in tbe matter and de- 
clared instead that a tariff levied for 
anything but revenue only was uncon- 
stitutional.

The long distance telephone just com- 


pleted, the longest in the world, being 
950 miles m length, between New York 
and Chicago, was tested Tuesday1. It 
cost about 95,000,000 and the labor of 
thousands ot men. Tbe poles an all of 
cedar and chestnut, and none are less 
than thirty-five feet in height 
There 


are about forty-five pplea to the mile. 
The total number is 42,750. Copper win 
it used exclusively. It is single, and 
Ihere an no cables except at the New 
York terminals. The win used in all 
[he original long-distanoa lines weighed 
172 pounds to the mile. The new wire Is 
what is known as No. 8, and then is 435 
pounds ot it to every mile covered. The 
total weight of the wire need on the line 
is 826,500 pounds The Ohioigo Journal 
describes tlie test as follows- 


Tbe inaugural test was made shortly

How It Ia Done in Mississippi. 
We now have tbefnll report of the 


registration in Mississippi under the new 
oonstitntlonal provisioned the folio niog 
is the result: There are m the state 110- 
100 white males over 21 yean of age; of 
these 68,12i are registered. There are 
147,206 colored males over 21 years ot 
age, and of these 8,015 are registered. 
The new constitution disfranchises 180,- 
568 voters and converts a colored major- 
ity ot 87,106 into a white majority ot 
69,612. Two whites in every three are 
registered, and one colored ont ot seven' 
teen. More whites might have been 
registered, bnt as many were registered 
as are needed. The method was simple. 
First, none were allowed to vote who 
could not read, bnt second, as this would 
exclude many whites it was provided 
that one might be registered who could 
understand a section of the constitution 
when read to him. To a white applicant 
a section was read each as that whioh 
provides that the state shall have two 
senators in congress, while to the negro 
was read a seotion about a bill ot attain- 
der or an Ex post facto law. Bnt in as 
much as even this might let in too many 
negroes who could read it was farther 
provided that a large poll tax should be 
required and paid come months before 
election, and that none should vote who 
had not paid the tax. These have proved 
very efficient provisions for excluding 
negro votes; but somehow, we don't 
know how, they must, they will return to 
torment their inventors.—Baptist Home 
Mission Journal, October 1892.

In Which He Reviews Parly PJsttorms, 


Past and Premnt Conditions, snd 


Commends the Administration 


of Prtsldtnt Httriion. 


Nsw YORK, Oct. 19.—Hon Whitelaw 


Reid's letter accepting the republican 
nomination for vice-president was made 
public last night. It is addressed to 
Hon W. T Durbin, and others, Ander- 
son, Ind , and is dated Ophir Farm, New 
York, October 18, 1892 


In it Mr Reid says 
"When the 


nomination which the national conven- 
tion had offered me was announced by 
font committee I accepted it at once 
In doing so I accepted the principles 
set forth in tho resolutions adopted by 
tho convention as the basis of the ap- 
peal to the popular suffrage 


"There will be no misunderstanding 
to the purposes of the republican 


party In this contest, and no doubt as 
•a the attitude of Itscandidates. What 
t intends it has set forth in language 
that cannot ba mistaken, and they will 
strive, by all lawful inonna within their 
power, to enforce Its plainly-expressed 
will 


'The party platforms, so-called, are 


more important this year than usual 
Both the leading candidates have ouco 
commanded tho approval of the Amerl- 


Wo favor a protective tariff and when 


full power mode the present one. 


Our opponents favor a tariff tor revenue 
inly and promise the repeal of the 
>resent one 
We maintain that the 


arlfl should cover the difference, in 
tome and foreign product caused'by 
he difference in home and foreign 
wages of the labor employed Our op- 
wnents distinctly repudiated the pro- 
tosltion that American wages should 
w considered in the matter and de- 
lared instead that a tariff levied for 
anything but revenue only was uncon- 
stitutional 


"We maintain that the present tariff 


las worked well, that it has developed 
American manufacturers, steudled and 
ncreased American wages and pro- 
tected the general prosperity 
Our op- 


lonenta deny that there has been any 
ncrcase of prosperity under the pres- 
ent tariff, declare tnat wages have 
icon reduced and denounce tho repub- 
ican policy which, 08 they say, fosters 
no other industry so much as that of 
the sheriff 


"We favor the system by which 
'hen we think the country ready for 
he reduction or abolition of duties, we 
insist upon getting corgtspondlng and 
•reciprocal advantegedRrrom foreign 
countries as the condition of their 
enjoying these advantages in our own 
market. Our opponents denounce this 
reciprocity as a sham, and therefore in- 
torontlally pledge themselves to its re- 
peal 


'The sharp issues thus presented for 


the decision of the American people 
cover more comprehensively and more 
specifically than ever before the whole 
range of considerations relating to a 
protective tariff, its constitutionality, 
its expediency, its relation to wages, 
Its practicability, and the question 
whether we should throw away its ad- 
vantage thus extended to foreign na- 
tions or should get something for 
them." 


sir Bied then goes on to say that the 


constitutionality of a protective tariff 
has heretofore been thought estab- 
lished, and notes that a tariff bill 
avowedly for the "encouragement and 
protection oi manufactures" was car- 
ried through the first congress. He 
also quotes from a message to congress 
of Andrew Jackson in which the con- 
stitutionality of the protective system 
Is maintained, and, coming down to 
the present time, adds the opinion of 
Bon George Ticknor Curtis on the 
same question 


Speaking of the expediency of a pro- 


tective tariff, Mr. Held says it has been 
vindicated by the experience of the last 
thirty years, the moat wonderful period 
of financial success aver unheard-of 
difficulties In the record of modern 
civilisation 
Under it and by fts aid

Bow It Ia Done in MlsaisBippi. 
We now have the full report of the 


registration in Mississippi under the new 
oonstitntlonal provisioned the folio fling 
is the result: There are m the state 110- 
100 white males over 21 years of age; of 
these 68,11W are registered. There are 
147,206 colored male* over 21 years of 
age, and of these 8/115 are registered. 
The new constitution disfranchises 180,- 
568 voter* and converts a colored major- 
ity of 87,106 into a white majority of 
59,512. Two whites in every three are 
registered, and one colored ont of seven- 
teen. More whites might have been 
registered, but us many were registered 
a* are needed. The method was simple. 
First, none were allowed to vote who 
could not read, bnt second, as this would 
exclude many white* it waa provided 
that on* might be registered who could 
understand a section of the constitution 
when read to him. To a white applicant 
a section wa* read snob as that which 
provides tbat the state shall have two 
senator* in congress, while to the negro 
was read • seotion about a bill of attain- 
der or an Ex post facto law, Bnt in a* 
much aa even this might let in too many 
negroes who could read it waa farther 
provided that a large poll tax should be 
required and paid come months before 
election, and that none should vote who 
had not paid the tax. These have proved 
very efficient provisions for excluding 
negro votes; but aomehow, we don't 
know how, they must, they will'return to 
torment their inventors.—Baptist Home 
Mission Journal, October 1892.
